•Tlablt-formlng drugs, their source 
«uid origin" was tlle subject of the ad- 
dress given to the Medical Society 
last night by Prof. A. B. J. Moore. 
His speech was divided into four sec- 
lions, each dealing with one of the 
four principle drugs: morphine, 
heroin, cociine, and hashish. In praJ3- 
ilre the more soluble salts of these 
drugs are used. 

.Morphine, jiaid Dr. Moore, is one of 
the physician's most valuable drugs. 
Contrary to popular opinion, It ig not 
extracted from the re<l garden pappy, 
but is found In the white or slightly 
pinli poçpy. Opium which la taken 
from the poppy contains morphine. 
By smoking this opium the morphine 
Is inhaled and rest, complote and ob- 
livious, 'g obtained. The grcitcr pail 
of the iiiBrcilcnU which produce 
hea<iache.s otj,er dimgpeeable 

are left behind in the process. The 
unfortunate part of this entirely de- 
lightful prnotire (hat an intTcu.sinrf 
des re for the drug demands .^iii in- 
roaaing dofo until finally the indivi- 
dual Is completely submerged in his 
desire. .Morphine and not opium is 
used in the medical profcKsion as m 
the puro BtAto it dors not [n-odiKc any 
dl^iKreeabk' offerts bnt produces an 
insensibility which Is of infinllo value 
in cases of acute pain. 

Morphine in a concentrated form 
In called heroin, ft has ewictly the 
same effect as (he other drug but i-3 
so .itrong that If .should have no 
place In the profession. 

years ago ISuropeans living In 
Bolivia and Peru noticed the Indian.^ 
going Into the hills and spending 
hourB In colloctlng Icava? from il 
small buah. They sent .some of these 
shrubs to Europe 'where an attempt 
waa made to analyse thcm.. A„Ger- 
man chemist while oxpérîmèritln^ 
with the extrnoi of this pUint acci- 
i dontly got some of It in his eyes. JIc 
found that for a lime there was no 
feeling in his eyeball. This wtus the 
discovery of cocaine, the most power- 
ful local anaesthetic known. 

Hashish is used extensively by the 
orientals but practically never used 
by the Anglo..Saxon8. Its effect, un- 
like that of morphine, i.s to give .i 
person an a'bnormal exhilnr.Ttlon. 

Dr. Moore has recently complnifd a 
irip .iroiind the world and ho has 
round that every race of mankind 
which he h.%3 come Into contact ii.se.i 
!i hibhlt-forming drug, 

'I'hc statistics relating to the drug 
traffic are astounding. Over three 
IhoDb-and people In .Montreal aro 
iiddlns and 2.7 percoiil of the poula- 
ilon of tho United .States use the 
nioi'e dangerous narcotics In some 
form . 

It Is iinpos.<lble to destroy the 
souice from whlt;h these drugs come, 
as all of them may be prepared syn- 
thetically from such substances as 
coal of .lar. It Is the duty of the 
police to get rid of tho drug pedd'cr 
who not only holds the unfortunate 
addicts in his power btit commands 
enormous profits in tho sale of his 
wares. 

The police on the other hnfld should 
not deal with the addlct.». it is the 
duty of the medical man who under- 
stands their condition. 

At tho conclusion of his tiddrcss Dr. 
Moore showed the society some arti- 
cles which had been found during 
police raids. They included several 
Pipes for .smoking opium, n pair of 
scales for measuring drugs, and 
packages of dried prunes and other 
things^ which had been sold to the 
peddlers by wily wholesale merchant.!.

Whcn interviewed last night con- 
cerning tho Maternent appearinc In 
yesterday's Dally by B. M. Airtwood to 
tho effect that Interest In muotc was 
dyint; out at .MoOIII, L*wrenee C. 
Hart, president of the .Musical Asso- 
ciation of McGill, agreed that interest 
In classical mualc appreciation was 
rathor falling. o« while interest In 
music of the popular kln4 as typified 
by the Jazz Tea and whioh required 
llttJe previous knowledge to understand 
was coming to the fore and Invading 
the realms of olaasic gatherlnga. 

The meagre . turn-outs to the con- 
certs, rodtala, ■ and gatherings of the 
two mualc clubs of .McOlll, and the 
tremendous crowds at the Jazz Teas, 
often or\-erflow|nB the csfeterii, were 
examples of the Interest shown In each 
claaa of melody. 

It was not a matter, the speaker 
."aid, of a declining taete for music. If 
the majority of the student.^ feel that 
Jazi and popular music satisfy them, 
why should anyone deplore thia condi- 
tion of affairs? After all, the purpose 
ni all the reusic aasociattona and ga- 
therings at McOtll Is to cater to all 
the different musical taatee at college 
and If Jazz Teas matlmty a definite 
want ,why so much the bettor for them. 

The chief difference between the 
two types of music is the eaae or the 
difficulty with which they are under- 
stood or enjoyed. Thus, almost any- 
one can enjoy the Jazz music In the 
cafeteria whether they can play or 
not, but to really enjoy classical music 
lit least a superficial knowledge of 
classical technique Is important for 
proper understanding. 

At the same time, the tendency lo- 
wardH popular music at McGill is to 
be deplored because with the oppor- 
tunities available for hearing excellent 
classic music, It is too bad that more 
do not take ■ advantage of these 
chances. And the Jazz music at col- 
lege docs not typify the best that there 
Is In jazz. Some pieces are excellent 
md repay study, but we do not find 
tluMii among tho repertoires of or- 
chestr.as playing at the Jazz Teas.

How tho accident occurred wast^^

■When interviewed last evening 'îll^ 
unfortunate victim told how ho had' 
put on his dust coat and had gone to 
the basement to put away some books 
which had been moved on the pr«. 
viouB day. In tho atack he had no.; 
ilced a small container, the door of 
which ho attempted to close biit aa h« 
did this a apark apparently a yard 
long had shot passed him and he was 
left In darkness. When Damaako re- 
covered control of his senses, he open- 
ed the door and the lights came on 
acatn. ^ , • 

From there he made his way' to'lK'e" 
desk, where he met another student 
who rushed him up to the hospital 
whcro after waiting several minutes' 
he received attention In tho outdoor , 
department. 

• The burns experienced were o< such 
a degree, that the skin was torn off tlie ' 
palm of his right hand. Lost night 
when Interviewed at his home. 70 Fort

Mr. Bagnall, oC Western, thought 
that a Union might provide for the 
systematic distribution of college pa- 
pers to all universities, a state of af- 
fairs which he' thought did not exist 
at present, Mr. Banherman, in en- 
larging upon this , Idea, offered the 
suggestion that the first thing which 
might be presented to the Union, if 
formed, would be the advisability of 
organizing an All-Canadian Collegiate 
Press Association. 

Just Inpassing, Mr. Amaron re- 
marked that something might be done 
to sec that the' central section .ith- 
lotlc winners refrained from calling 
themselves Intercollegiate, champions 
of Canada, when they were really, not 
so. It might bo more becoming If they 
voluntarily desisted from continuing 
the practice before they were asked 
to do so. 

The Confcrenee^'tlien passed to an 
examination of the" second topic on 
the agenda. (!) "Interprovlnclal 
schohirships — exchange of students — 
posHibllity of government assistance 
for such scholorthlp*." -' There' was 
some diacèssion 'on 'tho suggestion 
from Saskatchewan, concerning great- 
er knowledge of University curricula. 
Western atudcnts wishing to pursue 
courses elsewhere, found thetr quali- 
fications deficient on account of lack 
ot knowledge of the . requirements. 
The delegates : thought that there 
should be available more information 
about courses for outside students. 
.Mr. Uannerman spoke of the advan- 
tages lo be gained by men from one 
province studying In another pro- 
vince; particularly in French-Cana- 
dian unlvemities, and the value of 
such a practice In promoting a great- 
er appreciation of other points of 
view. Government aid for scholar- 
shlps would havo to be u private mat- 
ter between tlie various unlversltloa 
and governments. The exchange sys- 
tem would provide that a student 
would put In one year at one unlver 
sity and then transfer to another. A 
National Union could give great a.s- 
aistance to such a student by advis 
Ing him of suitable courses and of 
the best places to go.

"Arrangements of debates and ath- 
letic events between universities, how 
Federation could improve on or as- 
sist present methods ot exchanging 
teams In debates and athletics," it 
was deemed possible that nationally 
Intercollegiate sport might be pos- 
sible, particularly between central 
and maritime sections. The question 
ot inter-iectlonal debating was dis- 
cussed, with the possibility of a west- 
ern team visiting the east, the finan- 
ces to be guaranteed by the east, and 
vice versa. 

Mr. Skelton, of Queen's enlarged 
on the poaslblllty of universities be- 
coming specialized ■ In certain depart- 
ments, fallowing tho development of 
the Idea ot exchanging seholamhips, 
he- considered this a logical and sat- 
isfactory progression. 

The Conference did not feel that 
there was much use going to the 
government with an idea such aa 
outlined In topic (4) "Value of Fed- 
eration In securing special privileges 
In reduced railway; fares for students 
travelling between universities," un- 
less backed by tho whole student 
body of Canada. A successful effort 
would need a very strong organiza- 
tion, and a national union would un- 
doubtedly obtain a more favourable 
hearing than otherwise possible. It 
was fell by many that the whole 
problem confronting a proposed union 
hinged on the possibillty, of cutting 
down the cost of transportation. Mr. 
Molllns was Inclined to believe that 
tho problem was greatly Increased by 
sectionalism, for in each section ac- 
tivities are already very intense and 
there might not be time and oppor- 
tunity tor the larger field; moreover 
the sections might not wish to give 
up their sectional activities for na- 
tional ones. Mr. Amaron offered tho 
suggestion thai pousibly mure bene- 
fit wa.s derived from extra-coUcgiate 
competition than from regularly 
scheduled events: — they provided 
a better change of ideas and ao on. 
On the contrary, Mr, Oliver reported 
thai the University of British Col- 
umbia found their greatest stimulus 
In intercollegiate' sport probably be- 
cause they were more accustomed to 
engage In friendly games.

In the Daily of . one year ago, the 
evolution of the modern game of ice 
hockey in Canada was traced by 
Coach Frank Shaughnessy. An article 
In a recent number' of the Harvard 
Crimson takes the antecedents "of the 
pastime back to the cutters of Old 
London. This article occasioned a let- 
ter in the correspondence columns ,of 
the Crimson in which the writer gave 
his opinion that a form of hockey 
could be found among the Ancient 
Greeks. 

Following is the Crimson's .article: — 
"It seems Impossible that hockey 
and dead cats sho-uld have anything in 
common, but history points to Just 
such an association. The present 
stylo of Intercollegiate Hockey is the 
culmination of over a century of con-, 
stant evolution. Qenerations or re-! 
finements were necessary to bring tho 
game up to Its present stage. 

"About the- year ISOO it was the 
custom for boys in Mcrrie lingland to 
amuse themselves by whacking dead 
cals up and down the gutters. In the 
course of time some of the boys found 
that footing ^ns bettor on the ice. 
Gradually tho dcail cat ceased to be 
used n-s a target, being replaced hy^' a 
puck. - However, even- to this -day tho 
British persist in calling the puck 
"the cat", and "the Idt." The general 
adoption of slcel sliutfa «pcd up tho 
game, adding interest and thrills, and 
insuring lasting popularity for the 
sport. 

"According to I3nRllsh tradition, polo 



also originated from the same ma- 
ternal cat. Unlike hockey, however, 
the young gbntlemen mounted horses 
Instead of skates, and developed their 
game on the turf in lieu of the ice. 

"Hockey first became generally 
popular shortly after ISll. The win- 
ters were bitterly cold, and It was 
found that playing hockey was the only 
way the men could keep themselves 
warm., 

"In those days the game was called 
"bandy", from the crook in the stick 
they used for striking "the cat". The 
stick, or "bandy", as It was colled, was 
made of willow, and a good specimen 
was much prized by the owner. , 

"The Bury Fcnners, a team who did 
much to develop hockey, have as their 
boast that they have pl.ayed for over 
one hundred yearn without having 
their record besmirched by a defeat- 
However, they were at times sorely 
pressed. One opposing goal-guurd, an 
tngenius fellow, lay down acrces the 
goal, blocking it effectually from one 
post to the other. The Bury Fonncrs 
had to extend themselves to win that 
game. But, as that illustrious captain 
of the Fenhors, William Leoland, said 
"They was -never beat by any town 
nnd could 'do it with ease. 

"Since those days of the Bury Fen 
ners, hockey has had a steady develop 
men. Rules and customs, regulating 
the evils of the game, have changed it 
so that the resemblance to the good 
old game of "bandy" grows less and 
less OS time passes."

He let fly for the basket Just the same, 
shooting the bail between his legs like 
tho center does in football, and thus 
scored one of tho frcakest goals in all 
basketball history, winning the game 
for dear old Chicago. 

A year or two later, it was a Penn 
jha'ii who figured in "a play for the 
books," and a victory for his alma 
mater. Flint, one of the best forwards 
In Red and Blue history, dribbled the 
bell down tho court In a game with 
Columbia until rudely spillled by a 
tough wearer of the Light Blue; 
named Ryan., Lying flat on' his back 
hs shot tho ball through the hoop 
without even touching the backboai'd, 
and Penn won by that shot! 

In 1812, the De Neri team of pro- 
fessional fame, boasted a great center 
named Bill Keenan. In one game, BUI 
made the equivalent- 'of a hole-in -one 
at golf and batted a goal from the 
toss-up! . '

the proposal. Certain things stood 
out prominently in his mind, from 
the diacusslon. It scorned the ideas 
to bo exchanged were mainly between 
the extreme ea.st and west, which 
also involved the greatest fin.mcial 
problem.'^, for tlic centre wa."i Influ- 
enced by Ideas from both the mari- 
times and the wcsL Debating might 
foster the Interchange ot ideas, biit 
It should be cast versus west, and 
there finances would iiri.se again. 
Consequently it was .Mr. Greene's 
opinion lhat the Confei'cnco should 
flr.st gel financial matters straight- 
ened out, and then weigh them 
against the advantages of a Nation- 
al Union. 

"Arc students really interested in 
this," questioned Mr. Amaron. At 
McGlll there did not seem to be much 
Interest. There was Ihc danger of 
erecting the superstructure on no 
foundalion whatever. There wim a 
great opportunity right at hand be- 
tween .McOIll and the University of 
Montrcxl for closer relationship but 
the students took no interest In It. 
He did not see how more distant 
problems would interest them. Mr. 
Amnron also offered the practical 
sUKgcstinn of a Canadian National 
Student Employment Bureau. 

Most of the points in regard to 
topic (5) "Value of Federation, as a 
clearing house of ideas between llio 
various universities, on matters of 
sludeni government, student publi- 
cations, and student activities gen- 
erally," had already been • uncovered 
In the discussion. ànil-..the delegates 
agreed lhat a conferciicc such as the 
present one, whs very valuable for 
Intcr-changing ideas. 

At the evening session, tho dele- 
gates appointed the following com- 
mittees to work on certain definite 
subjects: — 

(1) Scope of a. Federation — .Mr. 
Oammoll, Convenor: .Miss Rogers. 
.Mr. L'Esperancc, Mn G. F. Banner- 
man. 

('.') Finance — .Mr. .Mollins, Convo- 
.nor: MlsB Maunders Mr. Wilson Mr. 
Andrew. 

(U) Organization — Mr. Curtis, Con- 
venor; Miss Ilodgca, .Mr. Lcsage, Mr. 
Greene. 

(4) International relations — .Mr. 
Oliver, Convenor: .Miss Mac- 
Sporran, Mr. McCully, Mr. Gravel. 

(5) ScholiLrshlps — Mr. Skelton, 
Convenor; Miss Scott, Mr. Bagnall, 
Mr. Todd. 

The Conference then adjourned for 
committee work. 

The whole of Wednesday was 
given over to committee work, so 
that when the Conference resumed on 
Thursday morning, reports wore pre- 
pared, embodying definite concrete 
Ideas for the attention of the dele- 
gates. The report of the committee on 
tlie Scope of a Federation of Cana- 
dian Students was presented by Mr. 
Banncrman. (ecc reports.) 

.Mr. Bannerma'n spoke briefly, en- 
larging upon the report, and then the 
report was adopted as presented. 

The report of the committee on 
Finance was read, by Mr. Mollins, 
but discussion was deferred until the 
Committe on Organization had pre- 
sented its report, the two bqing 
somewhat co-related. This report 
was presented by Mr. Curtis. (See 
reports). 

lit was noticed that the report made 
no provision for graduate or ■ post 
îjraduat'j membership in tho Federa- 
tion, and tho Chairman mentioned 
th(j danger of men actively intoresl- 
i;d in the Federation now losing 
touch completely upon graduation 
it was pointed out, however, lhat in 
the case of graduate members paying 
the fees, and being active members 
of .Student Councils of Consllluent 
Universities, they would be members 
of tlie Federation. It should deter- 
mine its own affairs in this respect 
Mr. Mollins raised the point of 
preserving the continuity of the Fed- 
eration. The members of the cxccu- 
livc council would probably be fourth 
year students and so graduating. 
How would Interest be maintained 
Willi this situation existing. Tho 
c;oinmittco-, foil- that Interest must 
c;onii; from below, from the student 
bodies of constituent universities, 
and not from any superstructure of 
organization. 

It was the opinion of Mr. McCully, 
of Toronto, that ordinary lUndergrad- 
uateis could not provide continuity. 
He was not In favor of over-organizing 
but if there was sufficient feeling in 
favor of a Federation, It at least 
merited a fair trial.- Therefore, some 
person willing to act as executive 
secretary-treasurer. In full or part- 
time was necessary. Only In this way 
would the Federation be able to carry 
out the Investigations outlined In the 
reports. He would be a pivot for 
this work, and for putting Into effect 
the decisions pf the executive. There 
would also be needed someone to do 
the neccssai-y stenographic work. 

Some delegates ' felt that foi- the 
first two or three years of Us exist- 
ence, until the Federation really 
found Its scope. It should not have a 
paid secretary. Such official could be 
appointed later 1£ warranted, but at 
present it n^ight mean disaster fi- 
nancially. . Tho other view, that the 
lack >f, such- , a . person^ > to v-p 
'cbntlniiity'- 'and'' 



also moan dibaster was'also favoured. ' 

A clause providing that. a decision 
of the Federation should . be binding 
on its constituent Universities with- 
out their ratification evoked great 
discussion and was finally droiipcd. 
Mr. Gammel considered that this 
mighl load to trouble, its did .Mr. Mc- 
Cullcy, who pointed out that a Fed- 
eration was co-operative rather than 
legislative. , It was not . the Intention 
of 'a Federation to .attempt to inter- 
fere with University autonomy. 
There was also some discussion, but 
no doclslun on llio attitude of the 
l'"crtcratlon lowarri a constituent uni- 
versity which was imwilllng to adopt 
tho Ideas of 'ihe Union; ."«hould It bo 
obliged to do so, ur should It with- 
draw. 

It was agreed lhat ihc Federation 
would not be ronccrned with financ- 
ing inter-secllunal debates, tours, <>tc. 
It should promote and arrange Ihcm 
but tho expense should be borne by 
the universities Involved. 

As the orlRlnal Report of the Or- 
ganlzalion Commillec did not pro-vide 
for a pcrnianent sccrctary-ircasuror, 
which seemed desirable, and as the 
original' Ilèpbri of the Finance Com- 
mittee' did not provide ifor funds ne- 
cessary to finance such an official, 
it WHS moved by ,Mr. McCulley, sec- 
onded by .Mr. Gammell. that the re- 
ports be referred back to the two 
committees sitting in conjunction and 
that further discussion be postponed 
imtll they report again. Carried. Tho 
Committees were instructed to con- 
sider two propcsals, (1) Part-time 
secretary with remuneration and 
with stcnogr<aphjc assisluncc, (Î) 
Undergraduate .secrelary without sal- 
ary, but with stenographic assist- 
ance. , 

The delegates were unanlmons in 
their desire to have a I'-odoratlon en- 
llrely self-supporting and not de- 
pendent on subscription. It would 
have more power, more Interest, and 
would be more In a position to re- 
present student Opinion. 

The report of the Comtiilttee on In- 
ternational Relations wali presented 
by Mr. Oliver. (See reports). 

Gcneml opinions in favor ot inter- 
national affiliations yrcre given. The 
C. I. E, was not us political in Its na- 
:uro as formcrl.v a.nd wjis becoininp 
less .so all the time. Affiliation woruld 
make travelling for students In Eu- 
rope, much cheaper than otherwise, 
and it would have other advantages, 
such as -Information - for students 
studyine In Europe.' It w.-vs agreed 
that a big thing In a SUideni l'"cd- 
eration would be the conlraclfi which 
could be obtained only by affiliation. 
The report was adopted. 

The report 'of the Committee on 
Scholarships was prMented by Mr. 
Skelton. (Sec reports). 

The delegates realized lhat this 
report would h.ave to be gone over 
with the various university faculties 
and Boards of Governors, and any re 
commendations wxiuld, of course, be 
subjact to their action. The Federa- 
tion could recommend to Ihe univer- 
sities this system of Scholarships as 
.an end toward which it could work, 
but Which must finally be decided by 
the constltueiit universities.^ Ot course 
It couM' not' be .attained immediately. 
The Chairman foil that the delegates 
on their' return should interview 
their rcspei;tlTC faculties .and report 
on the feeling there. Mr. Dannerman 
suggested that proposals In this re- 
gard might be 'made - to the Univer- 
sity President's • blennlhl meetings, 
This report wa-s. aocspled In principle, 
but action on It was deferred until 
tho election of the, executive' pro tern 
who should determine the procedure 
to be adopted' by the individual uni- 
versitios 'oo'iieerncd. 

In the afternoon the revised report 
of Ihe Ooininitlee on Organb.alloi 
wius presented by .Mr. Curtis, and 
u<lopiPd, and tho .second report of 
the Finance Committee presented by 
Mr. Mollins and .adopted. It was 
pointed out that at the present time 
by this system of finance the per 
capita charge would be not mt»re than 
0'/4o., and even with a full time scc- 
rutai-y In llio future would never 
roach more than iOc. per capita. 
Thçn too with the Inclusion ot more 
unlvcraltlus In the I'^ederatloii Ihe "per 
ciipita charge would be proportlon- 
itlcly smaller. The conference empha- 
sized the fact that they wore very 
open to suggestion in regard to fi- 
nance. The proposed plan was Ihi- 
best reached by tho delegates, bin 
hettcr ones might possibly be evolvi il 
The Secretary -Treuaurer should 
cither bo an undergraduate or a man 
taking part-time university work, 
who WfDuld be able to give consider- 
able time to It. Further, the officers 
should hold office from conference to 
conference to provide continuity. 
These officers' would be appointed pro 
tern by the conference, their duties 
would begin when . .ratified by ton 
universities, as provided iii' the report 
of the Organization CominlUcc. it was 
decided that any further subscriptions 
toward the fund of the present confer- 
ence should be left In the hands of the 
secretary-treasurer to meet secretarial 
expenses during the coming year. 

It was brought to the attention of 
the conference by Mr. Greene that so 
far the delegAtcs had not considered 
whether they were definitely in favor 
of or against such a Federation as 
proposed. Consequently, It was moved 
by Mr. Oliver, seconded by Miss Mac- 
Sporran, that, the Conference recom- 
mend to students governing bodies of 
the universities of Canada the forma-
